CHILD LABOR AMENDMENT 
The proposed child labor amendment, which is 
now pending, is the latest and seemingly the 
most absurd of ex perimental and theoretical 
tampering with the rights of American citizens 
which can come to no good end. 
Many different reasons have been advanced 
for the purpose behind such 
a measure, but any 
or all of them may be termed partisan in their 
substance. Perhaps the most logical conclusion 
after learning of the terms of the provisions, is 
to conclude that some person or persons are more 
desirous of amending the constitution for the 


practice than for the good th at is to be accom­ 
plished. 
The potential result of the proposed twenty - 
second amendment to the constitution would be 
to usurp state rights and parental control by 
federal authority . Of course, the effect of the 
amendment would depend entirely upon its en­ 
forcement. Proponents of the measure point out 
that common sense must be used in adm inister­ 
ing it. Opponents counter with the accusation 
of the undesirable situation that might be 
brought about should enforcement agencies de- 
termins to use the full ex tent of the power of 
the measure. The fact remains, however, th at if 
the potentiality ex ists for a dangerous situation, 
the amendment is highly undesirable. . 
No righteous person can favor hard work for 
children or hold any brief for imposed labor that 
will retard the progress or development of our 
y oung generations. If present laws in nearly 
every state of the union are enforced, there can 
be no such situations in ex istence. And, by the 
same token, no person with common sense and 
who uses it, can favor a situation whereby chil­ 
dren of twelve to eighteen y ears of age are not 
allowed to help with chores at home, earn ex tra 
spending money in school vacation periods by 
moderate work for others and learn the respon­ 
sibility of older age, thereby fitting him or her­ 
self for tlie duties of life. 
The habit of working and the sense of re­ 
sponsibility cannot be acquired overnight. 
It 
must be built up and inspired by long training, 
beginning in childhood. The majority of parents 
are just enough and kind enough to train chil­ 
dren in their own way without the help of con­ 
stitutional amendments.
